CoastSweep 
Cleaning Up the Tri-Town Coasts

This Saturday, September 20, will mark the Ocean 
Conservancy's 21st annual International Coastal Clean- 
up (ICC) Day, and in Marion, Mattapoisett, and Ware- 
ham, volunteers will be picking up litter and trash along 
the shorelines. They will be part of a worldwide effort of 
over 350,000 people in 70 countries — all doing the same 
thing on the same day in their home towns. 

Locally, the effort dubbed Massachusetts Coast- 
Sweep will begin at 10:00 am, with volunteers gathering 
at Silvershell Beach in Marion. Gloves, bags, and data 
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cards will be provided, as well as Ocean Conservancy 
2008 Massachusetts CoastSweep t-shirts. From there, the 
volunteers will spread out to all public beaches in the 
three towns, as well as to other areas. 

After picking up the trash, all volunteers will meet 
again at Silvershell Beach to weigh the litter and turn in 
data cards. That will begin at 2:00 pm. 

Peter McDonald of Marion, coordinator of the Mas- 
sachusetts CoastSweep effort along the northern shores 
of Buzzards Bay, has been involved with Massachusetts 
CoastSweep for several years and he said he wanted to 
find a way to do more than simply make monetary dona- 
tions to the effort. 

'7udi Havens told me her daughter, Kate Sherman, 
is involved in the planning of the international beach 
cleaup effort at the Conservancy, so I called her," Mr. 
McDonald said. "She put me in touch with people at the 
Urban Harbors Institute at UMass Boston, which organiz- 
es the local part of the international effort, called Massa- 
chusetts CoastSweep." 

At press time Mr. McDonald said there are over 50 
people already signed up and committed to this week- 
end's cleanup, including 17 Cub Scouts and ten adults in 
Wareham, where Danielle Donahue is officially coordinat- 
ing the town's efforts. 

"In Marion, 15 Tabor students, several faculty mem- 
bers and friends, and perhaps a dozen other individuals 
will be working our beaches," Mr. McDonald said. "Some 
of the Tabor students will go by van to Mattapoisett, and 
join a few people there. In Marion, we're going to cover 
all public beaches and as much of the inner harbor as 
we can, as well as Planting Island, Butler's Point, Piney 
Point, and Converse Point — if we have time and enough 
people. Our goal is to at least clean up all public beaches 
in the three towns, and if there's time for more, we'll do as

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much as we can." 

In addition to the organized cleanups at select loca- 
tions, Mr. McDonald urges all waterfront property owners 
in the three towns to pick up any trash on the shoreline in 
front of their homes — even if they don't officially sign up 
as volunteers with CoastSweep. 

'If they want data cards to keep track of what they 
pick up, they can call or email me," Mr. McDonald said. 
"Also, if they'd like to bring what they pick up over to Sil- 
vershell Beach in Marion between 1:00 and 2:00 pm, we'll 
dispose of it for them and take their data cards." 

Mr. McDonald said the time is ideal to do a coastal 
cleanup in the immediate aftermath of the summer 
months — a time when people frequent and litter the

beaches. "Trash gets left on beaches by bathers and 
thrown overboard from boats/' he said. "It's the best time 
of year to do it." 

"In addition," he noted, "some of this trash is 
dangerous to people using the beaches, as well as to the 
marine wildlife we have here. Birds get their necks caught 
in six-pack holders, fish ingest cigarette butts, and other 
wildlife gets caught in discarded ropes and nets." 

Volunteers are still welcome and needed, and should 
call Coastsweep Coordinator Peter McDonald at 508-748- 
0286, or e-mail him at: petercmcdonald@verizon.net. 

During the 2007 CoastSweep in Massachusetts, 
1,791 volunteers came out to clean-up shorelines and 
waterways. Volunteers covered 116 miles, picking up 
121,331 debris items that weighed 17,538 pounds. Among 
ICC participants in Massachusetts were 8 divers, who 
removed 160 pounds of debris from below the water's 
surface. 

Worldwide last year, more than 378,000 volunteers 
participated in the International Coastal Cleanup (ICC). 
These volunteers donated their time to remove more than 
six million pounds of debris from over 33,000 miles of 
shoreline — approximately 182 pounds of trash collected 
per mile. 

Overall, 48 percent of the debris found in Massachu- 
setts originated from land-based activities such as picnics, 
festivals, sports, and days at the beach. Litter washed 
from streets, parking lots, and storm drains also contrib-

uted to this category of debris. Worldwide, these activities 
accounted for 58 percent of the debris collected. 

Smoking-related activities, in the form of cigarette 
filters, cigar tips, and tobacco packaging, accounted for 
40 percent of the debris found in Massachusetts. Globally, 
debris from smoking-related activities made up 30 percent 
of the debris collected. 

Debris items from ocean and waterway activities 
— activities that originate offshore — accounted for 9 
percent of the debris found in Massachusetts. 

The 'Top Ten'' debris items provides a snapshot of 
the primary items found by ICC volunteers. This year the 
Top Ten accounted for 84 percent percent of all the debris 
found in Massachusetts. The top three items alone — ciga- 
rettes, food wrappers, and caps and lids — account for 
over half of all debris in Massachusetts. Cigarettes, the 
number one item in Massachusetts, comprised over one 
quarter of the 121,000 debris items. 

The Ocean Conservancy's cleanup effort in Mas- 
sachusetts is under the auspices of the Urban Harbors 
Institute (UHI) and the Massachusetts Office of Coastal 
Zone Management (CZM). It is funded by donations from 
the general public and from organizations such as the Mu- 
seum of Science in Boston, the New England Aquarium, 
the Massachusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation, and the Massachusetts Department of Coastal 
Zone Management. 

Several corporations have also made major dona- 
tions, including Cape Cod Potato Chips, Boston Harbor 
Cruises, North Atlantic Waste Systems, Quest Diagnostics, 
Tronox, and Dunkin' Donuts. 

The Urban Harbors Institute at UMass Boston coor- 
dinates the Massachusetts CoastSweep program as part 
of the Ocean Conservancy's annual International Coastal 
Cleanup.

organizing the two reunions, was also an instrumental 
source of old documents about the school's founding and 
its history as well as providing many of the school photo- 
graphs that served as both decorations and touchstones 
for the day's events. 

It seemed that everyone who passed through the 
doors of RMS on this day had a story to share of their 
memories of how life was in the first half of the twentieth 
century here in small town Rochester 

1939 when I was in fifth grade we only had three 
boys in the class/' said Wes Winslow adding, "By the time 
I got to the eighth grade there were just two of us. Now 
there's only one." As he spoke his gaze left those he was 
speaking with and drifted past the walls of the cafeteria, 
looking back at another time. "My mother used to drive 
a Model A school bus. She would pick up the kids and 
drive us all to school. After she dropped us off she would 
go to work in the bogs pulling out weeds all day and at 
the end of the day she would pick us all back up to take 
us home. Some days, when it snowed, the wheels on the 
bus would spin and we'd have to get out and push the 
darn thing until it got some traction." 

Throughout the afternoon speakers took their turn at 
the podium recalling no-nonsense teachers and bus driv- 
ers who were fair but firm and always seemed to be in 
charge. The day's featured speaker, Mr Duseault, told of 
his coming to the school, his time as a teacher and of the 
school's final days. 

Students were eager to know if the staff and the 
teachers used the school's outhouse. According to Mr Du- 
seault the answer was "Yes, teachers did use the outdoor 
privy." Then he added, after a long pause, "But I didn't!" 
He spoke of the progress the education system has made 
over the years and noted the Old Rochester Regional 
School District and the rise of special needs programs as

examples. "Back then kids had to go to other towns for 
high school/' he said. 

As he neared the end of his talk, he noted some 
things that had not changed for the better — such as 
drugs and violence in today's schools. "Looking back it 
was a happy time, a wonderful time. I enjoyed it. That's 
all I have to say," he said in closing his remarks as every 
person in the room stood and applauded in appreciation 
of the former principal. 

Back in the mid-1950s the Rochester Memorial 
School was known as Rochester Consolidated School as 
it was used to replace several smaller rural neighborhood 
schools including the Waterman Grammar School. For 
residents of the area who may not be aware of it, a good 
deal of the former Waterman School stands today next 
door to Rochester Memorial School, having turned into 
the Rochester Fire Department after a renovation in 1956. 

Like the building itself, the students of Water- 
man School have grown and lived long productive lives 
becoming the adults of childhood dreams. Saturday's re- 
union was a chance to reverse that for a day and become 
once more the youth of their memories.

Under Action Items, the board noted receipt of a 
letter from The Wanderer and ORCTV announcing a new 
joint venture cable access show titled "Tri-Town Topics'' 
which will debut live on the local public access channels 
(channel 9 for Comcast customers, channel 36 for Verizon 
subscribers) on Thursday, October 2 at 7:00 pm. They are 
seeking a representative from the board to participate in 
a roundtable question-and-answer session with the other 
two towns. Chairman Henry volunteered to represent 
Marion in this endeavor. 

The board next received a request from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts' Natural Heritage and 
Endangered Species Program to impose a conservation 
restriction on the parcel of land located at 330 Wareham 
Road, better-known as Littleneck Village. 

According to Mr. Dawson, this restriction would 
protect certain endangered species in the area, such as the 
box turtle, but would not impede on the proposed expan- 
sion of and renovation to the senior housing complex. 

'The one condition of (the restriction) would be 
that the town put forth at the Annual Town Meeting ... (an 
article) placing a restriction outside the buildable area," 
Mr. Dawson said. "It's a total of just over nine acres, 
this would be like 6.6 acres. We're asking that you take 
a vote this evening that can be forwarded to the Com- 
monwealth's Natural Heritage and Endangered Species 
Program prior to the Town Meeting action." 

The board unanimously voted to sanction the 
restriction as requested. 

The board next noted they are filing an applica- 
tion with the state's Sewer Rate Relief Fund for total debt 
service in the amount of $312,851. 

At 7:10 pm the board met with two candidates 
seeking to fill a vacant position on the Marion Board of 
Health (BOH).

The first applicant, Elizabeth Dunn, had to resign 
recently from her elected seat on the BOH because she 
retired from the Wareham school system and had to step 
down so that her pension was not affected. Although the 
BOH had hoped they could simply reappoint her after- 
the-fact, the position needed to be properly posted and 
advertised before being filled. 

"I think (Ms. Dunn) was duly elected at the last 
election,'' said BOH member Albin Johnson. "As I under- 
stand it, because we're a three-member board, we have to 
have staggered positions. We just want to make sure we 
don't get into the same predicament in the future." 

"I know (Ms. Dunn's) dedication to the town is 
very high," added BOH Chairman Jason E. Reynolds. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with the second appli- 
cant. Dr. John Howard. 

"You're well-known in the area and we're happy 
that you're applying for the Board of Health position," 
Chairman Henry said. 

"Basically I have some extra time," Dr. Howard 
said. "I have cut back to just office visits ... which means I 
have free evenings and free weekends. I've been in town 
a long time and I've never really done a whole lot for 
the town.

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Spy Game

Bum After Reading, Starring George Clooney and Brad Pitt. 
Directed by Joel and Ethan Coen. Running time: 96 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

In the universe of Joel and Ethan Coen, people will do the stu- 
pidest and most dangerous things, often for money. ''And for what?'' 
asked police officer Marge Gunderson at the end of the Coens' Fargo. 
"For a little bit of money. There's more to life than a little money, you 
know. Don't you know that?" That role won Frances McDormand a 
well-deserved Oscar, and here she is again in the Coens' latest. Burn 
After Reading, as Marge's polar opposite, Linda Litzke, who works 
at a gym and needs four cosmetic surgeries to tighten up her aging 
flesh. When a disc seemingly containing sensitive CIA information 
falls into her lap, Linda of course wants to parlay it into her nip-and- 
tuck fund. 

Burn After Reading is a beautifully inhuman spy farce in which 
nobody amounts to anything more than their loopy desires. Treasury 
agent Harry Pf arrer (George Clooney) wants to date as many women 
as he can; his married status doesn't trouble him overmuch. It's not 
about the sex, primarily; he loves the process. Recently ousted CIA 
analyst Osborne Cox (John Malkovich) wants to write nis memoirs. 
Linda's gym coworker Chad Feldheimer (Brad Pitt) doesn't seem to 
have anything between his ears other than a willingness to go along 
with whatever seems fun at the time. All these characters, and others, 
circle around the movie's McGuffin, the disc, courtesy of Osborne's 
hard drive. 

It hardly matters that this candle isn't worth the chase, nor 
that the events don't resolve neatly; to the Coens, that's part of the 
chaotic fun. The movie, like so many other Coen projects, fixates 
on the two prime film noir motivators, greed and paranoia. Those 
things also powered the Coens' two Oscar-winners, 1996's Fargo 
and 2007's No Country for Old Men; the Coens find few things fun- 
nier than the hapless attempts of average dummies to make the 




big score and hold onto it. The characters are loosely sketched by 
their quirks — Harry's preoccupation with wood flooring; Linda's 
relentless effort to stay upbeat — and their obsessions. The actors, as 
always, respond gratefully to the opportunity to speak laser-sharp 
Coen dialogue and enact plot twists that tip from tne absurd to the 
casually bloody. 

Burn After Reading may strike some as trivial coming after the 
Coens' serious-as-cancer No Country for Old Men. It's notning new, 
though; the brothers have always mixed it up, and each new film 
takes its place in one of the most unique portfolios in recent cinema. 
(No Country, after all, could be taken as a very, very deadpan black 
comedy.) Carter Burwell, the regular Coen composer whose music 
was largely absent from No Country, returns with a vengeance here, 
sealing each scene with a mock-climactic chord. By now, the Coens 
don't need to call attention to their immaculate style or their nods to 
other films (there's even a twisted reversal on a scene from Blue Vel- 
vet); the mechanisms snap together naturally. Everyone runs around, 
pursuing or being pursued; even the most seemingly expendable bits 

— a bitterly drunk Osborne crooning at a Princeton party; Harry's 
trip to Home Depot — pay off later. And then there's the great J.K. 
Simmons as a CIA bigwig, dyspeptically assessing the whole mess 
from his desk and issuing a sort of capsule review of the film he's 
in. His scenes are, perhaps, unnecessary, but I wouldn't trade them 

— or anything else in this darkly playful film — for anything.
